ways apt to cheat the World; fo a great many * 
well-meaning People, have been oft deceived and 
put upon by the Out- ſide of Religion. The 
| Phariſees are well-known, to have had a won- 
I! derful Intereſt with the People, by making a2 
it reater Hen of Piety and Holineſs, than was to 
1 obſerved in the Lives of others; I hey had | 
1 fairer Form of G though they wanted the 
" Power of it; yet ty thele deluding Arts, they 
1 gained ſo on the Affections of the unthinking 
| Multitude, that twas proverbial among them to 
fay, That if but two went to Heaven, the one 
would be a Scribe, and the other a Phariſee. But 

| for all their /anctiſied Looks, and outward A. 
la:. 5.20. terities, our Saviour tells us, Except our Righte-

ons exceed the Righteouſneſs of the Scribes and | 
phariſees, that we ſhall in no caſe enter into the 
Kingdom of Heaven.The falſe Apoſtles and Teachers 
in the very beginning of Chriſtianity, were main 
Sticklers about Strictneſs, and greater Severities of 
Life, than were uſually ' practiſed in the beſt and 
ureſt of the Chrittian Churches. And it has 
obſerved by learned Men, that there were 

l ſcarce any of thoſe , who are mention'd, as the 
Authours of great Miſchiet to the Church of 
Chriſt; (as appears by the Gnoſtichs, the Ebio- 
nites, Marcion, Mont anus, Manichæus, and others; ) 
but were remarkable, for ſomething out of the 
way, as a Badge of more than ordinary Sanctity. 
Thus you ſee ſpecious Pretences, and 4 Appea- 
rance of a greater Zeal and Godlineſs, have been 
old and ſtale Artifices, made uſe of by Deceivers 
in all Ages, the more eaſily to convey their Er- 
rours into the Minds of their deluded Followers. 
The Quakers allo have found even their out Ward 
Auſterities and preciſe Contempt and Omiſſion of 
the common Cuſtoms and Ulages of the World, 
turn to Account; ſolemn Looks and ſer Phraſes, 
diflerent 


concerning QUAKER15M, 
different Habits, and an odd way of Addteſs, 


are things out of the common Road ; and tho' 
theſe matters are in themſelves the molt ridicu- 
lous Follies, yet what {ſtrange impreſſions do 
ſuch Jrifles make, on the Minds of weak and in- 
judicious Perſons 2 Do but fanſie then the Friends 
{tript of theſe goodly Ornaments, and they would 
not be taken norice of in the World. Let them 
but ſpeak and be habited like other People, and 
uſe the ſame Expreſſions gf Civility and good 
Manners, and you'll ſce Athing remarkable in 
their Lives from your ſelves or others whom out 
of their great Charity, they are pleaſed to call 
Carnal and Worldaly Chriſtians, And therefore 
that they might be valued and eſteemed, as wi- 
ſer and hclier than the reſt oft Mankind, what a 
deal of Noiſe and Diſturbance have they raiſed, 
about what they call the pure and plain Language:? 
What out- cries againlt the ways and traditions 
and cuſtoms of the World? As though Religion 
conſiſted in Modes of Speech, or in a ſullen Se- 
paration from the decent Faſhions and Habits of 
the Country where we live! Thele are ſuch idle 
Impertinencies, not worth the deliberation ot one 
ſingle though; but lealt they ſhould amule any 
of you, that don't well underitand theſe matters; 
and that you may know he to anſwer the Qua- 
ters, when they detend ſuch abfurd Practices, I 
will undergo the Dr«dvery for once, of giving 
them a particular Examination.

not have Immorality or Iniquity in the Letters, Yet dw: 
whoſcever in evil mind, by joining them does expreſs 
words either Blaſphemons or Profane — - of theſe 
men do pronounce according hy, i. e- that the Letters 
of the Alphabet, merely as Letters, are very harm- 
lels and innocent things ; but it a man be wicked- 
ly diſpoled, and puts theſe fame Letters ſomething 
villainouſly together, they may prove of very dan- 
gerous Conſequence. Now how this notable Dit- 
covery comes to pals for an Anſwer, can only be 
=u at by a Qaaker's underſtanding ; and there- 
ore we ſhall examine what they have to ſay to 
another Queſtion propoſed to them by the (ame 
Authour, viz, whether every Nation be not Ma- p. ibid. 
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ode, that the Switch paſſes it over, without taking 
any notice on't, and he was ſurely much in th: 
11ght ; tor can any man in his Senſes deny this? 
Yer upon this ſingle point, does all this learned 
Controverſie depend; which is fo conteſſed and 
acknowledged a Truth, that it will not bear a 
Ditpute. To apply this then, it the Cuſtom of 
England has by long Uſage, made the word yow * 
both ot a ſingular as well as plural Significati- 
on, then it follows, that we may thus very lau- 
fully uſe it; unleſs the Lakers can prove, that 
God has any wo — you to be uled in 
both Numbers. Ant they may do out of Fox's 
Journal | will not affirm, but you may be pretty 
confident, they can never prove it out of the Bi- 
ble. But the Friends may tell you, that if it be 
not unlawtul, yer it's more proper to ſay thee and 
thou, than you to a ſingle Perſon. Thus you fee ' 
this rare Caſe of Conſcience is at laſt dwindled into 
a Grammar nicety ; but if Impropriety of Speech 
mult be accounted a Sin, I doubt many of the 
Friends will enjoy but a Fool's Paradiſe; for tho | 
they are all great pretenders to the Spirit, yet I 1 
never could learn that they had the Gift of 
Tonzues, But it thele Quaber.Criticks are (o | 
conſcientiouſly nice, that they dare not uſe you | 
to a ſingle Perſon, for fear of ſpeaking improper- 
1 ly by confounding the Numbers; ( 4 very ſad bu- 
meſs ! ) You may ask them, why they are not 
as tender cautious not to jumble the Caſes; for 
. doubtleſs the one is as grand an Hereſie, as the 
Define of other. And yet it has been obſerved, that they 
re Snake, make no conſcience in putting the Accuſative, 
Part Il. for the Naminative Caſe; as, How doſt thee do, 
p. 188. wilt ce go, Sc. And therefore if theſe mighty 
Caſuiſts make impropriety ef Speech to be a 
Crime ; they are certainly greater Offenders than 
we are in ſaying yen to a ſingle Perſon ; which we 
affirm by the Cuſtom of the Country may very 
properly be uſed either in the ſingular or plural 
Number.

ſhow you, that the Jaberg in ſeveral other in- 
ſtances have made little Scruple of Conſcience in 
tranſgreſſing the Rules of Grammar. 

But after all, what do theſe men mean to trou- 
ble themſelves and others about ſuch very ridicu- 
lous matters? Muft a man be in a State of Dam- 
nation, it he does not know how to diſtinguiſh 
the Numbers ? Does the Salvation of Souls de- 
pend on the Grammarians Art ? And yet there is 
not one Qaker in twenty, (to ſpeak modeſtly ) 
that can diſtinguiſh betwixt a Neun and a Verb; 
nor knows any more of Ws bers, than of Ge- 
runds and Supines; yet ther ue the men, ( For- 
ſoot h) that dare not ſay 5 to a ſingle Perſon, 
becauſe it is not proper! This is ſuch a ſenceleſs

believe all mankind can ſhow nothing like it. 
And though the Quabers pretend to be guided 
by an infallible Light, yet it's very plain to all 
but themſelves, that they are bewildred in their 
own Imaginations about Trifles and Matters of 
no Moment.

WW Hich will ſill farther appear, if you conſider 
the Friends are as nicely ſcrupulous about 
the Habits and Cuſtoms of the Countrey, as they 
are about the Forms of Speech. And George 
Fox the Founder of 2 m, though he never 
was ſo complaiſant as to doff his Hat to his Bet - 
ters, yet he was Grand Mal

er ot the Qualer-· Ce- 
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remonies ; and adjuſted their Cloths, and Manner 
of Addreſs as well as their Words : For he gave 
out rare Orders about wnneceſſary Buttons, — 
ming-diſh Hats, 8c, and was very diligent in in- 
ſtructing his Followers in theſe and ſuch like eſ- 
ſential Points of his Religion. This Order againſt 
unueceſſary Buttons, muſt be granted to be a very 
frugal Injunction, and is uſually obſerved by the 
Country Friends; and believe it not without 
great Reaſon, for why ſhould they wear more 
Buttons than th-y have real uſe for? The ſhe 
d. an or- Friends allo are as 1 — not to diſobey his Or- 
„. ders, which he r- against ſlit peaks behind on 
rs ptian the Shirts of their Waſtcoats, ſhort Sleves and | 
1 8 ia ſhort black Aprons, and a deal of ſuch Trumpery, 
I, Which he and all his Followers, have ſeverely in- 
4 . veighed againſt as the vain Faſhions of the World. 
Da. And mighty Scruples have been raiſed about theſe 
1 matters, not only from Fox's Authority, which 
| they never dare diſobey, but alfo from Scripture; | 
q for does not the Apoſtle, ( ſay the Friends ) com- 
Rom 12.2. mand us not to be conformed to this World ? But 
1 if they would mind the plain meaning, as well as 
| the Words of St. Paul, they might eaſily under- 
Rand that this is nothing at all to their purpoſe z 
for it immediately follows, but be ye transformed 
by the renewing of your mindt; obſerve, it's a new 
mind and the transforming ot the heart, not new 
Looks or Habits, or an odd Dres, or any Singu- 
larity in our Carriage, (as the Quakers dream) 
that Chriſtianity requires. And therefore it's a 
1 great Violation of Charity, and not juaging rizh- 
Joh 7.24. leon Judgment, to condemn all without diſtincti- 
1 on, as guilty of Pride and Vanity, for wearing 
only a little Ribbon, or ſome of that ſame thing, 
(O abomination ef abominations) called Lace. As 
tho Pride may not be ſhrowded under a mob d 
black Hood ! A well dreſt Head is no ſurer a Sign 
of a carnal Mind, than a Bob crevat and a Coat 
with a few Buttons, are the certain Badges of an 
humble and true Chriſtian Spirit. A proud heart 
| 1 
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is that, which God abhors, and who knows not, 
that this may lurk in a plain Dreſs, or be cover- 
ed with a homely Garment, as well as under the 
moſt faſhionable Apparel. I would not be un- 
derſtood by this to juſtifie the Fantaſtick Dreſſes, 
and Modiſh Vanities of our Modern Beaut, even 


ol both Sexes ; but would only vindicate the un- 


concerned and unaffected Compliance of ſober 
and vertuous Perſons with the decent Habits, and 
if you will, faſhions of the Age, from the rude 
Aſſaults of a company of proud and moroſe Cy- 
nicks; as though thoſe whe.# ve not their Cloths 
made and hanged on after ;. ir awkard Faſhion, 
were guilty of breaking a Divine Command.

What ſtrange 
Notions muſt men have of the great Creator of 
the World, if they can ſuppoſe him ſo poor and 
mean a Being, as to be either appeaſed or offen- 
ded with thoſe things, which he has neither for- 
bidden nor commanded ? Nothing ſurely can re- 
commend us to the Favour of God, but an Uni- 
verſal Righteoufnels and Holineſs of Heart and 
Life ? Serve God and love your Neighbour, look 
well to the inward frame and diſpoſition of your 
Minds; govern your Paſſions, be peaceable, mo- 
deft and humble, Sc. in ſhort, mind the main 
ſubſtantial Parts of Religion, and I ſhall never 
trouble you about ſuch < xaker-trifles as your Ha- 
bits and Dreſſes or Buttons of your Coats. For

Primmer and Catechilm, and ſuch like precious 
Quaker-books; And was of the ſame opinion 
with an He- Preacher at CH in the e of Eh 
who being ask d by Mr. Kath, what he ſup 
piſed was become of that Body which Chriſt tou 
of our Nature? Anſwered, That he leſt it behin 
him, when He roſe from the Dead. And he pre 
felled to believe in no other Chr:/?, but only hi 
light within, 

You may fee by theſe inſtances, to name nc 
others, what fit Perſons thele are to ſet up to 
the great Reformers of the World, who hay 
given us ſuch very bad proots of their own Chri 
ſtianity; tor theſe are the ſtrange Notions ot th 
Licht of Chriſt in Mer, to which Fox has di 
rected Thouſands; but its a ſhame and Scandid 
to Religion to hear him called an Apoſtle an

in Inſtrument in Gods Hand, who has taught 
uch vile and Anti-Chriſtian Doctrine. And I 
am really torry, that well meaning People, (for 
have that charity to believe there are many ſuch 
mong the Lnakers ) ſhould be to lamentably 
deceived by thele tatal deluſions.

s djithout them : And thus tancying themielves by 
ndahele wild Notions to be more than ordinary Chri-

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Mankind, and there we ought to leave them, 
without paſſing our raſh ſures concerning 
their Eternal State. But the Caſe of the Hea- 
thens is quite different from thoſe, who have the 
means and opportunity of knowing and embra- 
cing the Chriſtian Religion, yet cannot be per- 
ſuaded of the neceſſity of Faith in an Outward 
Chriſt, who ſuffered at Feruſalem in order to their 
Salvation. If Cornelius had retus'd to have been 
inſtructed in the Faith of a Crucified Saviour ; 
Had he deſpiſed and rejected Jeſus of Nazareth, 
whom the Jews ſew and hanged on a Tree, and 
had told St. Petey that it was enough for him to 
believe in the Light within, and follow that, with- 
out troubling himſelf about any thing elſe; I 
think we may very ſafely conclude, that his be- 
ing a juſt and a charitable perſon would never 
have fav'd him. For all that live under the Go- 
ſpel, that is, all that have the means of Salvation 
propoſed to them of God's ſending his Son into 
the World to ſave Sinners, are bound to believe 
Jeſus to be Chrift the Son of God and Saviour of 
the World, and that upon pain of Damnatios. 
If ye believe not that I am he, (ſays our Saviour to 
them, to whom the Goſpel was propos'd) ye ſhall 
die in ſons : He that believeth not the Son of 
all not ſee life ; but the wrath of God abideth 
ohn 4.3. on him. Every Spirit that confeſſeth not that Je- 
ſus Chriſt is come in the fleſh, is not of God, but is 

the Spirit of Antichriſt, It any man will but read 

over ſeriouſly theſe and a hundred other places ot

whole tenor and deſign of the Goſpel. Betore | 
finiſh this Head, I would oblerve to you, That the 
Practices of the Lakers in ſeveral Inſtances (as 1 
could eaſily ſhew you) are altogether inconfiltent 
with their Fancies about the Sufficiency ot the 
Light; but I ſhall ar preſent only take notice of 
their outward Preaching, Declaring, or whatever 
they call ir, and this according to the Notion they 
have of the Light, mult be altogether uſeleſs and 
unneceſſary. For you may ask them, why they 
do pretend to preach, it the Light within be ſut- 
ficient ? Does the Light want any Inſtruction ? 
Or do they intend to inform that? It they tell 
you, that they only give their Teſtimony, as they 
ſometimes phraſe it, that their Friends ſhould 
follow and be guided by the Light : Ask them a- 
gain, if this does not ſuppoſe, that the Light ei- 
ther cannot or will not teagh them their Duty, as 
well as they can themſelves? and then let them 

anſwer, whether or no it be ſufficient without a- 
ny thing elſe. They ſay indeed they are all 
taught of God; yet we ſee in Fact, how fond 
they are of being taught by men; or elſe why do 
they erect Meeting-houles, and trudge many a 
Mile* to them to hear their Teachers? Why do 
they cry up the ſufficiency of the Light, and run 
down cutward Teaching, when at the ſame time 
there are none that practiſe it more than them- 
ſelves. They have in theſe Parts within the com- 
pals of 3 or 4 Miles no leſs than 5 it not 6 licens'd 
Meeting-houfes, yet I believe there are not above 
10 or 12 Families, or thereabouts belonging to 
them all. And is not the Intent and Deſign ot 
theſe Houſes for outward Teaching? Yer thele are 
the men ferſooth that are all taught by the Spirit 


Nay, it there happen to come among them — of 
thoſe 
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thoſe little ſtroling Fellows, whom they call 
their Travelling Friends, what a mighty noiſe is 
preſently raiſed in the Neighbourhood 2 What 
a deal of bultle and roving trom Meeting to 
Meeting to hear thele Laker Prophets? As if 
the Licht within, (though believed by them to 
be ſufficient of it (ſelf ) was not able to teach 
them any thing without the help ot their ſpeakers. 
Though I am apt to believe it thele Men were 
forbidden their darling Topicks of railing againſt 
the Prieſts and the eltabliſhed Religion; their 
pretended Infpirations would preſently be turned 
into a ſilent Meeting. It the Quabers ſhould 
object, that we of the Church of Exgland preach 
up the Light within, and yet practiſe and approve 
of outward Teaching, and conſequently that this 
is as inconſiſtent in us as in them: you may an- 
(wer, that though we do with all thanktulneſs 
acknowledge the influence of God's Holy Spirit 
upon our Minds; yet we never are ſuch De:/ts as 
to affirm, that this is (ſufficient to Salvation with- 
out ſomething elle. No! We preach up the Neceſſi- 
ty of Faith in a Crucified Jeſus! And never {et 
up this Light within above the Holy Scriptures ; 
nor do we fancy our ſelves to be above the Sa- 
cred Ordinances and Solemn Inſtitutions of our 
Bleſſed Redeemer : but make uſe of theſe out- 
ward Means and humbly thank God for them ; 
as alſo for the happy opportunity of reading, 
hearing, and meditating on his revealed Will con- 
tained in the Holy Scriptures. And that by re- 
lying on the Merits of Chriſt, who outwardly 
ſhed his moſt Precious Blood for our fakes, and 
by conforming our ſelves to the Obedience of his 
Laws, we may with the Aſſiſtance of God's Grace 
in the due uſe of thele outward Means obtain 
Everlaſting Salvation. But the Lxaters have 
debarred themſelves from receiving any benefit or 
advantage by the uſe of any outward Means 
whatſoever; for what good can theſe do them, 
when the Light withix is /uffcient of it lelf ? Eve- 
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ry thing elſe muſt needs be inſignificant and un: 
neceſſary. And therefore their conſtant Practice 
of outward teaching is altogether inconſiſtent 
with their notions of the Light within being ſuf- 
ficient to Salvation without any thing elſe.

The Quakers pretences to infallibility 
no proof of :heir being infallible. 


1 ſhall now conſider as I propoſed ſome of the 
miſchievous conſequences, drawn from this 
pernicious Doctrine of the Lakers about the 
Light within, which involve them in ſuch very 
great and dangerous errors. And firſt I (hall be- 
gin with their pretences to infallibility ; for hav- 
on got it into their Heads, by I know not 
what fatal deluſion, that the very Perſon of 
Chriſt is within them, nothing would Satishe 
them as a conſequence from this, but that they 
needs muſt be Infallible ; And if the Friends 
could bur as eaſily prove their infallibility, as 
they have with great confidence aſſerted it, they 
would be very great Men indeed. For this ſig- 
nihes nothing leis, than to have an extraordinary 
Aſſiſtance of God's Spirit, whereby thoſe who are 
thus aſſiſted are ſecured from error- Now any 
man that has but a good aſſurance may pretend 
to this if he pleaſe ; but the main buſineſs is to 
give ſome reaſonable Satisfaction to the World, 
(as th- Apoſtles did) of ſuch an extraordinary aſſi- 
ſtance, but this the Q#akers cannot do. They 
ſay indeed over and over that they are infallible, 
but here they ſtop, for they don't endeavour to 
prove it. We uſed to fay affirming and proving 
were two things; but here the Lakers make 
them the lame; tor their bare ſaying they are 
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infallible, is the only proof they have yet given us 
their being ſo, and is no more than what we 
uſually call a Womans reaſon, who is ſure ſhe 
is in the right, becauſe ſhe's ſure on't : And for 
ought I can ſee, if we ſhould bar the Lakers 
being ſure on t, they would want a reaſon for 
their infallibility. 

They infiſt much on the Holy Spirit being in- 
fallible, but they have never yet been able to 
give any ſatisfactory account to the World, that 
they were infallibly guided by it; and unleſs it 
follows, that the Qxakers arc nfallible becauſe 
God's Holy Spirit is fo, all their talk about the 
_ infallibility is wholly beſides the buſi- 


——_— 
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Their vain Conceits of a Sinleſs Perfe- 
Aion diſproved out of their own Wris 
tings ; Confeſſion of Sin proved a great 
Duty both fromexpreſs Texts, and the 
Examples of the beſt Men recorded in 
the Holy Scriptures: the Quakers 
make no publick Confeſſion of their Sins 
proved from Authentick Teſtimonies. 
G. Whitehead Evaſions about this 
examined and confuted; 4 challenge 
tothe Quakers ro make it appear that 
they ever confeſſed their Sins in pub- 
lick, or prayed for the Remiſſion of them, 
never yet taken any notice of. 


. mighty Privilege the 2xakers lay claim 
to by having the Lig hit within, is a ſinleſs 15

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fection: for they have always been deſirous to 
make Ignorant People believe that they could live 
without Sin. I confeſs, I have oft wondered what 
ſurpaſſing Excellencies theſe Men could fee in them- 
ſelves to exert them ſo much above their Neigh- 
bours. We ſhall eafily grant, that they do 
indeed abſtain from ſome of the inoffenſive plea- 
ſures, and innocent diverſions, which the Worlds 
People never Scruple to enjoy ; but ſurely their 
being afraid of doing what God hath no 
where forbidden, can never be any proof of 
their being in a ſtate of Perfection. Well 
but let us go farther, fand ſuppoſe for once, that 
the Friends ( howeve: ſome of them at leaſt ) 
are not guilty of many of thoſe vices, that are 
( God knows ) but too Common in the World ; 
what then? Becauſe they do not drink nor (wear, 
ought they preſently to cry up one another for 
Saints, and the elect People of God 2 Why? Will 
no Sins damn us, but profaneneſs, intemperance, 
and (uch groſs Immoralities 2 It muſt be acknow- 
ledged theſe are Crimes bad enough; but what 
do the Friends think of wilful Ignorance, Error, 
Schiſm, Unbelief, Covetouſne(s, Uncharitableneis, 
Spiritual Pride, i. e. a wonderful Opinion of our 
ſelves, and a Contempt of others; railing at or re- 
viling all who oppoſe us, Cc.

and plumes himſelf in his own Righreoutneſs, 
and makes no Confeſſion of his Sins, as think- 
ing he needed no Repentance, but ſtood upon 
bis own Juſtification, and with a brazened Impu- 
dence out- faces Heaven, with a God I thank thee, 
that I am not as other Men are, &c. 

The other the poor Publican, he was ſo abaſhed 
and confounded at the ſenle of his Sins, and his 
own unworthineſs, that he world not lift u fo 

much as his Eyes to Heaven, but ſtood at a great 
diſtance, bewailing and lamenting his folly, and 
note upon his breaſt, ſay'ng, God be merciful to 
me à ſinner. And what was the effect ot this 
ſhame and Sorrow and confeſſion of Sins: why 
our Saviour tells us, That this man went down 
rather juſtified than the other. This needs no ap- 
I plication ; let the Friends but remember theſe 
words of our Saviour, and then deſire them to give 
vou a good reaſon (if they can) why they te- 
proach you, as I know they have done, for Con- 
ſeſſing your (elves to be finners ? I grant indeed 
that Confeſſion of Sin may be made, and 1 am 
afraid is too often, without forſaking it; yet cer- 
tainly no man can ever Repent of lis Sins, that 
does not conteſs himſelf to have been an Offender. 
And therefore I ſhall now prove what I told 
you, that the Quakers do never make publick 
Confeſſion of their Sins to God, nor ever ask 
pardon for the remiſſion ot them. It may ſeem 
a little hard to oblige my ſelf to prove a Negative; 
yet I think I can give you ſuch reaſonable ſatis- 
faction about this, that the Qabers can never 
be able to contradict. Now to know vhether they 
make conſeſſion of their Sins to God in their pub- 
« | lick meetings, the only way to be throughly in- 
, | formed as to this point, is to inquite ot thoſe, 
who have been long of their ſociety and conitanc 
d hearers ot them; and then examine what the 
e Valers can ſay for themſelves, whether *

what poor and guilty excuſes the Qxaker- are for- 
ced to make, to clear themſelves of this Accuſati- 
on. G.Whitehead in his Sober Expoſtulation, p. 42. 
has the confidence to tell the World, that Baggs 
charging the Qakers with making no Confeſſion of 
Sin to God in Prayer, nor begging Pardon for the 
ſame, are two notorious Falſhoods; And you ſhall 
hear how notably he confutes him; k»owine (lays 
Whitehead) that many who frequent our Meetings, 
have great need of both Sincere Confeſſion, Repentnce 
and Pardon of Sin. But is this any proot thatMr. Beg 
charged the Qua kers falſly, becauſe many who fre- 
quent their Meetings have need of Repentance? 
No Surely ! This is only playing at croſs purpo- 
ſes ; and George is here amuſing his Reader with 
an impertinent anſwer, He does not ſay the 
Quakerrs in general have any need of Confeſſion 
and Repentance; and that therefore they do 
actually confeſs their Sins and ask God Pardon 
for them : No, No, have a care of that, for this 
is as much as to ſay they are all ſinners, which 
mult by no means be allowed of. Only many 
have need of Repentance who frequent their mee- 
tings ! But who are thoſe many who have ſuch need 
of Repentance ? I ſhrewdly ſuſpect Miteheud does 
not mean any of the Qzakers; tor he knows tull 
well there a great many Giddy headed and unſta- 
ble People, who oft run to meetings, who are no 
Quakers: And thele I ſuppoſe are the perlons 
whom he thinks need Repentance and Pardon ot 
Sin. Now it this be his meaning, he lets us ſee 
the Quaker plainneſs and ſincerity. If by many 
he means many ot the Quazers, we are very much 
of his mind, thar not many only, bur all of 
them ought to confeſs their Sins, and need alſo Re- 
pentance and Pardon of Sin, for Chriſts (ate, and 
their own poor Souls. And therefore we charge it 
| E 4 upon 
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upon them as a very great crime to omit this ſo 
expreſs, ſo reaſonable and ſo neceſſary a Duty. 
Now how' do the Quakers clear themſelves of 
this? Why you lee, only by dodging and trifling; 
tor G.H/zitehead does not ſay one word more 
to the matter than what I have quoted: Which 
I am lure is very far from proving Mr. Bagg guil- 
ty of charging the Frieras with twonotorions falſe- 
boeds; nay 1 am confident that this fame Whitehead 
knows in his own conſcience that Ir.

HIS is another fatal Error, that ſeems to 
follow froin the Quaker- Principle of the 
Light within; for Ar. Te an in his ſerious Apolo- 
gy, Cc. has boldly declared (as is well known) 
in the name of :!1 rhe Quakers, That though they 
do acknowledge Chriſt tuffered his Body to be 
Crucified by the Jews without the Gates at Je- 
ruſalem; yet ſays he, that the oritward Perſon 
which ſuffered was properly the & of God, we ut 
terly deny. Here's a rare Confeſſion of the Qua- 
kers Chriſtianity ! This is in plain terms a Dam- 
nable kereſie, and a denying the Lord that bought 
them. For nothing can be more expreſly contra- 
ry to the Scriptures, than to ſay, Jelus Chriſt that 
ſuffered was not properly the Son of God. When 
our bleſſed Saviour asked his Diſciples, what the 
World thought of him, and whom they ſup- 
poſed him to be; Mat. 16. 13. Simon Peter 
anſwered and ſaid verſe. 16, Thou art Chriſt - 
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not properly the Son of God by eternal Generatio: 


but rather expoled, and rhe Quaker Princip 
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lieve and are ſure, that thou art Chriſt, the Son 
of the living Cod; and S. John tells us, 20.31. Theſe 
are written that ye might believe, that Feſus is the 
Chriſt, the Son of God.

Some of the 
Quaker oljections againſt this Inſtitu- 
tion briefly anſwered. 


HAT the Qaakers have in ſact renoun- 
ced the Solemn Inſtitutions of Jeſus 


Chriſt, viz- ourward or Water Baptiſm 

and the Holy Sacrament of the Lord's 

Supper, is ſo well known to you, that I ſhall not 

now ſtay to prove it; And their (lighting and diſ- 
regarding theſe ſacred Ordinances, ſeem plainly 

to follow from their Anti-Chriſtian Notions of

the very Chriſt of God that is within them,

forth his Death and ſufferings ) as carnal Rites q 
and beggarly Elements, However ſince the Friend: 9 
the better to hide their great Infidelity, pretend] 
that theſe Ordinances cannot be proved to be nou p 
in force; I ſhall endeavour to lay open the lamen- * 
table miſtakes of our Enthuſiaſts, by making it! 40 
plainly appear, that they were inſtituted and in. 
joined by our Saviour, and are of perpetual Obli- / 
gation. | 0 
In order therefore to ſet theſe matters in theit 
true light, I ſhall in the firſt place prove, that 
Water Baptiſm is expreſly commanded by our Sa- 
viour: And this is ſo notoriouſly evident, that 
no Man ot reaſon can deny it, if be will but ac- 
knowledge the Divine Authority of the Holy 
Scriptures For ue read in the 28. of S. Matthew, 
that atter our Bleſſed Lord had informed his Dii- 
ciples, hat all Power was given unto him in Hea-ſ 
ven and in Earth; he then gave to them a Solemn 
Commiſſion, to go Preach and make Diſciples to 
im in all Nations, (for that is the ſtrict ſigni- 
fication of the word) Baptizing them in the Name 
of the Father, and of the Son and of the Holy Ghoſt. ] 
This is the Fundamental Charter of Chriſtian 
Baptiſm ; and whoever embraces the Chriſtian 
Religion, mult be admitted into the Church 
by this Federal Rite of outward or Water Bap-Þ 
tilm; for by this we are made Members of the 
Body of Chriſt, and are united to the Society o! 
Chriltians. But 
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But we are told that irg begging the Queſtion tos witch, 
to ſay that our Saviour in the words above quoted p. 262. 
does command his Diſciples to Baptize with Vater. 
But how can this be begging the Qieſtion when 
they have been aniwered a Thouland times, that 
the ſtrict and natural ſiꝑnification of the Greek 
word Baptize which we (till retain in our Tran- 
ſlation is properly to waſh or ſprinkle with Water? 
And have they ever made it appear. that it was 
either an ablurdity or a Contradiction, for our 
Saviour to give Authority to his Diſciples, to 
initiate men by this Solemn. Kite into the Chri- 
ſtan Religion? No! this was impoſſible to bs 
done. For this was a Religious Ceremony 
made ule ot both by Jews and Gentiles and there- 
for ſome think our Saviour ſeems to have choſen 
it for that very reaſon. For ſeeing it was a com- 


© Man has oblerv'd, and in it ſelf very ſignifi- 
cant of that Purity which is the great deſign 
« of all Religion, it was the more likely to find 
&© the eaſier Acceptance, and to be moſt ſuitable 
* to that which our Saviour intended to be the U- 
« niverſal Religion of the World. And to put 
this matter beyond all diſpute we have ſufficient 
evidence, that the Apoſtles themſelves did actu- 
ally Baptize with Water, thoſe whom they con- 
verted to the Chriſtian faith; and I hope the Qua- | 
kers will allow them to underſtand the meaning .

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markable inſtances (to name no more) of this 
Apoſtolical praftice are a plain demonſtration 
that as the Apoſtles were inveſted by our Sa- 
viour atter his Reſurrection with full Power and 
Authority to teach a new Religion to Mankind; 
ſo they did moſt certainly underſtand that by 
vertue of the tame commiſſion, they were to be 
entered into it, not by a bare verba] Profellion, 
bur by this known and Solemn Rite of Baprizing 
with Water. And agreeable to the Apoſtles Pra- 
tice founded on our Saviours poſitive and exprels 
command, the Chriſtian Church has in all ages 
and in all climates, and in all Countries Univer- 
fally Baptized with Water, and will no doubt thus 
initiate Proſely tes always even unto the end of the 
' World, Theſe things „ own Light with 
them, and it muſt needs be great Ob/tinacy not 
to yield to ſuch rational and well grounded ar- 


guments; for there can be no better medium-: 


made uſe of to prove any Articles of the Chri- 
ſtian faith, than theſe by which Water Baptiſm 
is proved to be of Divine Inſtitution; and who- 
ever thinks theſe reaſons not convincing, can give 
no reaſon for being a Chriſtian. Now what ſay 
the Quakers to this? why they affirm with great 
contidence, that the Baptiſm commanded Zh. 
28, 19. was not Water Baptiſm, but only the 
inward and Spiritual Baptiſm with the Holy Ghoſt. 
But how do they prove this? J. Heth, diſcourſing 
about theſe words of our Saviour, tells us that he 
Queſtion is concerning ſomething ſaid to be required 
in the Commiſſion which the Commiſſion does not ex- 
preſs; therefore ſay we,(i.e.the Quakers) not contained 
init. But the Quakers by this way of arguing are lo 
far from running 'down Water Baptiſm that they 
make our Saviours command to his Diſciples to 
ſignifie juſt nothing at all; for every body that 
can but read, muſt acknowledge, that Baptiſin 
with the Spirit is not expreſſed in the Commil- 
ſion, therefore according to their Logick not 
contained in it. Thus they ridicule our Saviours 
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an Error! But how come the Quaber to ima- 
gine, that the Apoſtles had Power to Baptize 
with the Holy Ghoſt? You may aſſure your 
lelves, rhe Holy Scriptures ſay not one Syllable 


to this purpole, for where ever we read there, of 


Baptizing with the Spirit, it's always applyed to 
Chriſt, and never to men. For to Baptize with 
the Holy Ghoſt, is to give the Holy Ghoſt, and 
can pocr mortals do this? No! The Quakers 
have been told over and over that this is the Gift 
of Chriſt only; and that it's Blaſphemy to aſſert 
the contrary. Now all the aniwer that they re- 


turn is in ſhort only this, That thowgh it be true, Sw 
that the Holy Ghoſt is originally Chriſts Gift, yet men p. 262. 
fitly prepared have inſtrument ally given the Gifts of 

the Hely Spirit, Bur how inftrumentally ? why Rom. 1 
they inſtance in F. Paul that he had a deſire to 1:. 


impart ſome Spiritual Gift. Well, what then? 
did he therefore pretend to Baptize with the Spi- 
rit? A (trange Conſequence! What ! no dit- 
ference between the miſſion or ſending the Holy 
Ghoſt, and the Spiritual Gifts of Faith, Conver- 
fion, Cc. which are only the works and effects 
ot the Spirit? It's a great ſign the Q are al- 
together unacquainted with Spir:ral”itts, it they 
are reſolved not to diſtinguiſh theſe things which 
do fo wonderfully differ. And therefore to con- 
clude this point, defire them either to p:oduce 
ſome plain proots out ot the Holy Scriptures, 
which they have never yer pretended ro, that our 
Saviour gave Commiſſion to his Apoſtles co Bap- 
tize with the Holv Ghoſt. Or elle tell them, it's 
only a Dream and Fiction invented to ſupport 
and maintain a weak and «-{yerate cauſe, Here 
you fee the Foundation of Water Baptiiin ; 
which I have ſhewed vou, is built on a plain and 
expreſs Command ot gur Saviour, the Examnles 
of the Apoſtles, ant ti!1- coOnitane mrattice of rhe 
Citholick Church. Ard all that the QA 
have to lay tor their nel ting and dsteiſing this

Authority rather than confeſs themſelves to be in 
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Inſtitntion, is only to raiſe ſome little exceptions, 
and to propole tome ſeeming difficulties which 
men of cavilling tempers may object againſt the I.

has Vill iam Penn the Quaker obtained fo mighty 
a Privilege? Let him then or any of the Qug- 
lers come forth, and produce their Credentials 
as S. Paul did; i. let them work Miracles, and 
then they'll have ſomething to ſay for themlelves. 
They do indeed make high pretences to the Spi- 
rit, and upon this account daringly preſume to 
reject Divine Commands: But have they ever 


given us any reaſon to believe, that they have 


received any ſuch commiſſion for doing fo 2 Now 
unleſs they are able ro Satisfie us of the truth of 
theſe pretenſions; we ought to conclude, that 
they are a company of. deluded People, who 
miſtake fancy for reaſon, and their own brain ſick 
dreams, for Heavenly Inſpirations. 

If the Quakers are guided by the ſame Spirit 
with S. Paul, they would do well to inform us, 
why that great Apoſtle gave ſuch particular or- 
ders and Inſtructions ro the Corinthians as we 
find at large in his firſt Epiſtle to them, 1 1. chap. 
from the 20. verſe to the end of that Chapter, 
( which I deſire you ſeriouſly to read over) how 
they ſhould fir and prepare themſelves in order 
to a due and worthy receiving of the Lord's Sup- 
per if he had not thought it to have been a neceſſary

ment ot the Body and Blood of our Lord. But 
notwithſtanding this, he gave them no encen- 
razgement to abſtain from it, as if it were indit- 
terent whether rtiey received or not; ie had no 
Authority to do rhis, bur on the contrary he 
charges them to appruach it hereatrer with 
more care and preater reverence, and exhorts 
them ro examine themlelves, and then to eat 


of that Bread and drink of that Cup; and ſhews 


the great reaſonadbler.c's of this in the next 
verles; for he that eateth and drinbeth un- 
worthily, eateth and arinketh Dimaation tg 
himſelf, not diſcerning the Lord's Body; for for this 
very Canſe ot unworthy eating, many now are 
weak and ſick'y amine you, and many ſleep, Now 
from this it s very plain, that the Apoſtle did ſup- 
poſe the Corinthians. and conſequently all Chriſti- 
ans, under a trict Obligation ro Obey this In- 
ſtit ution in Remen i brance or Commemoration of 
our Saviour; and that he did not think it ought 
to be laid aſide, though in the Church of Corinth 
remarkable Judgments, as grievous diteales and 
Death its ſelt, were the tatal conlequences of un- 
worthy receiving. For he had received by {ome + 
extraordinary Revelation an account of this Ho- 
ly Myſtery trom our Saviour Chriſt himſelf, who 
declared this to be his laſt and dving command 
and a Solemn part ot his Holy Religion; And 
therefore the Apoltle tells the Cœriathians; that 
what he delivered unto them, was what he had 
* received of the Lord. i. e. that it was no idle 
* ſtory,nor vain account of his own invention, but 
* a true and exact relation ot what the Bleſ- 
ſed Jeſus then did, when in the ſame night in 
which he was betrayed, he took Bread, and when

he had given thanks, brake it, and gave it to his 
Diſciples, ſaying, Take, eat, this is my Body which 
is broken for you, this do in Remembrance of me, 
Atter the ſame manner alſo he took the Cup when he 
had (upped, ſaying, This Cup is the New Teſtament 
in my Blood ; this do ye, as oft as ye drink it in 
Remembrance of me. I repeat to you once more 
theſe words, becauie the Quabers would needs 
have them to be only an account of matter of 
Fact; and will by no means allow them ſuffici- 
ent to prove the Lord's Supper to be a Divine 
Inſtitution. Thus ſays 7. Wheth, Theſe words of 
the Apoſtle, 1 Cor.

' ſerving Reader may find. He muſt certainly 
come tar ſhort of an ob/erving Reader, if a Qua- 
kers bold and confident aſſertion without proof will 
pals for a rational argument. For does not the 
Apoltle tell us, that he had it by immediate 


Revelation from our Lord himſelf, that he took 


Bread and brake it, &c. And did he not allo 
charge his Diſciples to do this in Remembrance 
of him? And is not Do this a Command? And 
is not what our Saviour commanded a Divine In- 
ſtitution 2 Whether our Saviour gave a new Coin- 
mand to S. Paul concerning this Holy Sacrament 
is not at all material; its very evident, that he 
exprelly revealed to him, what he had heretofore 
commanded his Ditciples to do in Remembrance 
ot him; which is a Demonſtration, that he thought 
this to be of very great conſequence, or elle it 
cannot be {uppoled, that he would have intormed 
the Apoſtle ot it after ſuch an extraordinary 
manner. And therefore if the Quakers are reſolv- 
ed to deny what our Saviour has ſtrictly enjoyned 
his Diſciples to do in Remembrance ot him, to 
be either an Iaſtitution or a Command; it's a ſign

to prove the Lord's Supper to be of Divine Inſti- 
tution. And no man can imagine that it was in- 
tended only for a temporary fort of a Law, which 
was in a ſhort time to expire of it ſelf; for 
S. Paul, whom all Chriſtians muſt allow ſufficient 
Authority to put this matter our of all diſpute, 
has aſſured us, that it was to be conſtantly obier- 
ved in the Chriſtian Church, as a Solemn Me- 
morial of our Lord's Death and Sufferings ; for as

this is the true meaning of the Apoſtle is very 
plain, not only from the reaſon and end of the 
Inſtitution it ſelt, but allo from the Practice ot the 
Apoſtles, and the practice of the Church in all 
ſucceeding Ages ever ſince; which muſt be owned 
to be the beſt Interpreters ot the Scriptures. But 
all this ſignifies nothing to the Quabers; for they 
have got an odd notion ot their own, about our 
Saviours coming, which they fancy will anſwer 
all difficulties; and whenever they are told 
of thele words of S. Paul, they pteſently reply 
- that the Apoſtle only means dl his Spiritual 
„coming in our hearts; and they having got Chriſt 
t the Subſtance, they have no need of the out- 
& ward thadow, and therefore upon this poor pre- 
e tence have [lighted and rejected the Lord's Supper. 
'e But no man can poſſibly be deceived by ſuch 
it ſickly conceirs and Enthuſiaſtick dreams, unleſs 
it he's reſolved to prefer the Books of Barclay and 
d Penn b. fore the writings of Chriſt and his Apo- 
ry ſtles. For there is not one ſyllable to this purpoſe 
in all the neu Teſtament, that out ward Ordinances 
d of Chriſts own appointment ſhould ceaſe at his 
to Spiritual Appearance in our Hearts. But the Q- 
n kers ſay, that they truly feeling in themſelves the 8 
re ¶ very thing, which outward Water, Bread and Wine Key, Ge 
ve % /igniſfie, they leave them off, Why ſo? Have ,, 1 
h they any reaſon cr Authority for this? W

the Quabers imagine, that the Apoſtles did feel 
in themlclves the very thing as they exprels it, 
which Bread and Wine ſignif. as !rzy as the beſt 

waker of them all, and did they leave them 
FJ as uleleſs and inſignificant? No! They had 
greater regard to their Maſter, than to neglect 
what he had fo poſitively commanded . For both 
they and the firſt converts to the Chriſtian faith 
were partakers of this Sacred Ordinance: , as is 
plain from Acts 2.42. 46. And they continued 
ſteadfaſtly in the Ariſties Dotlrine and Fel emſbip, 
and in breaking of Bread and in Prayers, Ana they 
continued dai with one accord in the Temple and 
breaking bread, Acts 20. 7. Ard upon the fi ſt 
Day of the week, when the Diſciples came toge- 
ther to break Bread, i. e. toreceive the Holy Com: 
munion ; tor you fee that breaking ot Bread 
in the firſt verſe quoted is placed amidſt otucr 
Holy Actions, as Freaching and Prayers, and 
therefore, as has been well obſerved, in all reaſon 
mult be concluded to be it felt ot that nature, 


not a common, but an Holy action. And the | 


lame great man aſſures us, that the Hriacl (an 
ancient Tranſlation ) underſtands breaking of 


Bread in the other verles, to be reccivim the Eu N 


chariſt or the Lords & pper ; from whence it's 
very plain by the Apoſtles Practice, whom the 
Qualers cannot deny to have had Chriſt Spiritu- 
ally come in their Hearts, that they did not 
think themſelves exempred from obeying our Sa- 
viours Inſtitutions. And how come our Qxakers then

Whar is more evident than that one of the great 
nds ot eating Bread and drinking Wine in the holy 
mmunion, is to commemorate the Death and 


BSufcrings of our Lord ? and have not we as much 


eaſon as the Apoltles and Primitive Chriltians 
had to call to mind, what the Blefled Jeſus 


did for us? did not he aſſume our nature, and 


live a mean and contemptible Lite here on Earth, 
and at laſt underwent a Cruel and Ignominious 
Death tor our ſakes? and ought this ever to be 
ſorgotten by Chriſtians > Do not we now, and 
will not all Chriſtians ro the end of the World 
hope to obtain Pardon of fins, the Alhiſtance ot 
God's Grace, and hereatrer a Bleſſed Immortality? 
And did not Chriſt purchale for us by the ſhed- 
ding ot his molt Precious Bloud theie ineſtimable 
Benefits? Ought we not therefore to be trequent- 
ly mindful of and thanktfui for theſe mercies in all 
the ways and means preſcribed to us tor that 
purpole, 

Now the Merits of Chriſts Death are moſt 
effectually applyed to us by a werthy receiving 


ot the Sacrament ; ſo S. Pal, The Cup of bleſ , Cor. 16. 
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Sine, ſays he, which we bleſs,is it not the Communion i 

the Blood of Chriſt * The gread which we breaj, 
is it not the Communion of the Body of Chriſt ? i. e. 
Our receiving the Bread and Wine in the Lord's 
Supper are the means ot conveying thoſe ineltima- 
ble Bleſſings to us, which Chriſtians enjoy by th: 
Body and Blood of Jetus Chriſt. 

And if the Qzakers will have nothing to do 
with thele means, I am atraid they will be ex. 
cluded from enjoying any benefit or advantag: 
by theDeath and Sufterings of our Saviour: Fo 
they who will not go to Heaven according t 
the Terms and Conditions of the Goſpel, mult ne 
ver expect to get thither through by-ways ans 
paths of their own. 

Had the Son of God commanded us to hay 
undertaken ſome very difficult matter for his ſak 
if we had willtully and obſtinately retuted it, u 
could have no reaſon to call our ſelves his Dilc 
ples : But when he has only bid us eat Bread an 
drink Wine in a Religious manner, that uf 
might by ſuch a ſacred Action call to mind wha 
extraordinary things our Deareſt Lord had dor 
and ſufered for us; it we will not do this, u 
ſeem to quit claim to the very name of Chriſtians 
and to act rather like Deſpiſers than the Wor. 
ſhippers of a Crucified Jeſus. 

Let not therefore any of the Quakerly triflir: 
Objections ever hinder you from being Worth! 
Partakers of this Holy Sacrament ; but rathe 
let me defire you to take the Bible into youſ 
hands, and beggingGod's bleſſing upon your ende. 
vours, ſerioully read and impartially examine rho! 
texts of God's revealed will which I have alreach 
quoted relating to this Solemn Inſtitution ; ani 
doubt not, but you in your own conlcien 
ces mult be convinced, that Receiving the Lord 
Supper is a great Duty, and as much now i 
force, and will be to the end of the World, as 2 
ny of the ten Commandments. | 
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The Quakers have prophanely abuſed and 
reviled theſe Divine Inſtitutions ; aud 
have ſet up others of their own inven- 
tion, which they call the good Ordinan- 
ces of Jeſus Chriſt. 


N OW the Laakers have not only reject- 
ed both the Sacraments of Water Baptiſm 
and the Lord's Supper, which you ſee are as poſi- 
tively commanded as any Law in the Whole Bi- 


ble; but they have branded them with vile and 


reproachtul names, and have ſet up in their 
ſtead tome novel inventions of their own, which 
they have called the good Ordinances of ſeſus 
Chriſt. 

Firſt that they have ſpoken contemptuouſly of 
theſe Venerable Myſteries of the Chriſtian Reli- 
gion, I have a Paper by me wrote by G. Fox, 
wherein he ſays, that rhe World's Baptiſm is with 
ſprinkling a little Mater; and the Cup the Wirld 
takes 1s alittle Bread and Wine, and that, lays he, 
they call a Sacrament, which there is no Scripture 
for, and ſo they (i. e. the Prieſts) ſpew forth the 
Spirit of error, I could ſhew you allo a long 
rambling Epiſtle ſent by a Quer ro foine ot 
the Ancient Friends, in which he's giving them 
an account ot his converſion to Qz#44cri/z by 
George Fox; and to let us ce that he was a ve- 
ry ht Scholar for ſuch a Maſter, he tells them, 
that having had troubles upon him tome time 
beiore, he rhorght if he did but receive the Bread 
and Wine, which the Prieſts call a Sacrament, he 
ſhould be well ; But when I had talen the reud, 
I thought, favs he, the Devil ha i entered in o me, 
and that I had ſinned aga unt the H y Ghoſt ! ut 
we need not ranlack the Q:4wr à anuſcripts —

And here by the way I would have you take 
notice, that though the Quakers both in their 
writings and difcourle ſeem moſtly to clamour a- 
gainit /zfazt Baptiſm , yer this is only to amuſe 
weak underſtandings; tor we have no diſpute with 
them about the proper Subjects of Baptiſm, but 
whether outward or Water Baptiſm be of Divine 
Inſtitution, And this you (ee they 23 2 

; anely 
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phanely deſpiſed, and have utterly diſowned. 

G. Whitehead in the very Title page of his True 
© Miniſtry, &c. wrote particularly againſt the 
Anabaptiſts, who deny Infant Baptiſm, calls ; 
Water Baptiſm it ſelf, Aolatry, and thoſe who Bap- printed 
tize with Water, he ſays, are doting about ſhadows 660. 
and Carnal Ordinances. It the Quakers will but 
once own, that this Sacrament is of Chriſt's ap- 
pointment, we can eaſily make it appear, that 
Intants are as capable ot the Seal of the Covenant 
under the Goſpel, as heretofore under the Law. 
But to return; the Quakers have been uled ſo 
frequently to ſcoff at, and revile theſe ſacred So- 
lemnities and Myſterious Rites of the Chriſtian 
Religion. that notwichſtanding their Principles 
are much more narrowly viewed than formerly, 
yet they cannot forbear cven now their indecent 
expreilions againſt theſe Divine Inſtitutions. For 
in one of their lateſt books ot controverſie, which 
I have ſo oft mentioned, Meth has endeavoured 
to ridicule and expolr the Lord's Supper 
by ſuch a dull pi-ce of Buffonry, that is not ulual- 
ly to be mer with ; for atter he has repeated theſe 
words of >. Fu, This do ye as oft as ye drink 
it in Remembrance of me, For as often as ye eat 
this Preaa and arink this Cup, ye do ſhew the Lord's 
Death till he come, He with his uſual confi- 
dence lays, that the words do not import any 
Ego 

Command or Inſtitution; And challenges the Au- q 

thor ot the Snake to prove, that they ſigniſie any — 
more than if one ſhould ſay to him, as often as thou ® *** 
goes to Weſtminſter. call upon John Thompſon. 
Now what a profane wretch is this, to make the 
molt Solemn Inſtitutions of our Saviour, the 
Subject ot his port and drollery 2 Who but a 
Quaker would entertain his Sober Reager with 
ſuch vile and (eneleſs Raillery ? But atter all, 
where is the force ot this ridiculous way of rea- 
ſoning 2 For has it not been demonſtrated a thou- 
ſand times to the Quakers ſhame and Confuſion, 
that our Saviour himtelt has expreſly command» - 
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ed us to do this, i. e. to eat Bread and drink Wine, 
in Remembrance of him? But who ever com- 
manded the Author of the Snake to go to Veſtmin. 
ſter? What egregious folly is this then, not to 
lay madneſs, to pretend that we are no more 
obliged to commemorate the Death and Paſſion 
of our Saviour in the Holy Sacrament, than that 
Author is, when he goes to Weſtminſter, to call 
upon John Thompſon ; when we are poſitively en- 
joyned ro pertorm the one, and he 1s under no 
manner of Obligation to do the cther. This then 
in ſhort is fuch childiſh rrifling, and ſuch a down- 
righr barleſquing the Holy Inſtitutions of our 
Bleſled Lord, which is no where to be met with 
but in the Quaker- Writings. Having now made 
good my charge againſt the Lakers, that they 
have delpiſed and railed at our Saviours Ordi— 
nances of Water Baptiſm and the Lord's Supper; 
I am now in the ſecond place to give you an ac- 
count of (ome inventions of their own, which 
out of their great modeſty, they are pleated to 
call the Ordinances ot Jetus Chriſt. What theſe 
are, the World is well acquainted with, bur if you 
have never heard of them, it cannot but ſurprize 
you to be told, that they are Womens Preachings, 
and Womens Meetings diſtinct from Mens. Now 
one might well wonder, how it ſhould ever come 
into theſe mens heads, to fancy theſe novelties 
ro be ot Chriſts Inſtitution; for we have an A- 
poltolical Injunction againit all Women prea- 
chers whatſoever. Hear S. Paul; Let your Women, 
ſays he, keep filence in the Churches; it is not per- 
mitted unto them to ſpeak there» It is a ſhame for 
the Women to ſpeak in the church. Again, Let the 
Wemen learn in ſilence, with all Subjection. I (uffer 
not a Woman to teach, ni uſurp A.thority over the 
Man, but to be in ſi ence. Now it the Quakers 


did not preter Fg orders, above the Authority 


of che Scriprures, ſurely thele expreſs words ot 
an Apoſtle might have given ſome check to theſe 
Female J1ſpirades, And it the Women * ei- 
ther 
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ther the ſenſe of modeſty or ſhame, they would 
never have the confidence to be perk'd up in their 
Pulpit Galleries, dictating their pretended Inſpira- 
tions to their deluded hearers. And as their Wo- 
mens teaching is expreſſy forbidden, ſo there is 
not the leaſt Foundation either in Scripture or 
Antiquity, for their having Meetings diſtinct 
trom Men. 

This is a mere fiction of the Qxakers ; and in- 
deed both thele projects were at firſt ler a foot by 
Fox, though afterwards rigoroully impoſed by the 
Quaber-Sanhedrim on all their implicit followers. 
For atter their great Apoſtle had once hammered 
theſe matters out, nothing would ſerve the Qua- 
lers, but that they muſt needs be of Divine Au- 
thority. The decree of one of their general 
Councils held at London 24. of the 3, Month 
1675. runs thus, viz. It is our Juagment and 
Teſtimony, in the Words of Gods Wiſdom, that the 
75 and Pradlice, ſetting up and Eſtabliſhment 
of Men's and Womens Meetings ( ai/tinit from 


| Mer ) ia the Church of Chriſt, in this our Day 


and Gener ation, is according tothe Mind and Coun- 


ſel of God, and done ia the ordering and leading of 


his Eternal Spirit. It was in vain for the poor 
underling Quakers to plead the inconſiſtency 
of this as well as other impoſitions with the Infal- 
libility of their Light. The Sufficiency of which 
(though mightily urged heretofore to draw oft 
injudicious People from the Church) was over- 
ruled by the Quaker-Grandees ; and whoever 
would not ſubmit to their female Church Govern- 
ment, was (as they phraſe it) to be recorded out 
of the unity, However a great many of che ſin- 


cerer ſort would not comply with thele acbitrary 


Laws of the Foxonian Quaters, which fo diſtur- 


bed their Famous Prophet Solomon Eccles, that See the 

his Spirit moved him to write a letter to one John firſt part 
| Story (a (tout oppoſer of their Womens meetings) of Babel's | 
and for fear ot miſcarriage brought it himſelt; Builders 


wherein he calls Nomen: meetings and Womens 
G Preach- 
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Pre c hingt, che Good Ordinances which Jeſus Chriſt 
has ſet up in hisChurch. And after he had ſevere- 
ly reproved him, for oppoſing the Womens juril- 
diction, he in his prophetick fury concludes thus, 
This is the wrd of the Lord to thee, viz. That 
this year ſhalt thou, John Story die, becauſe thou 
haſt taught Rebellion againſt the living God. But 


to the ſhame and contuſion of the Q#aker-Pro- Þ 


phers, this Story lived ſeveral years after. Well; 
the Quabers perceiving that they could not with 
their lying Spirit take away the lives ot their Bre- 
then; they after this endeavoured to deſtroy 
them by a Civil Death; For ſixty fix of Foxe, 
Admirers in London thundered out a formal 
Excommunication againſt Story, Wilkinſon, and: 
great many other Q#akers, tor not ſubmitting to 
the Laus of their great Apoſtle, particularly 2. 
bout their Womens Meetings. But this as ill luck 
would have it. would not take neither ; for th: 
Friends, though in the Country, yet thought 


themſelves to be guided by the Light within, uf 


well as the Friends in the City; and therefore to 
be even with them, they very fairly iſſued out 
their Bull allo againſt the City party, which was 
ſigned by ſixty ſeven ot the Intallible Friend. 
and theſe counter Excommuntcations ſtand both 
unrepealed to this Day. 

Now trem hence, there are two things very 
obſervable. Firſt, 

We have here a plain inſtance againſt the Qu. 
beys vain conceits of being Infallible. For how cat 
theſe men ſet up for Intallibility, who have beer 
ſo miſerably deceived themſelves? And whit 
greater proof can there be of this, than their ac 
cuſing and condemning one another with theit 
Contrary Bulls of Fxcommunication? Theſe in 
downright terms do flarly contradict each either; 
and yet if you will believe the Quaters, they wen 


both given forth by an Infallible Spirit: But ung; 


leſs contradictions be true, one of the Quaber- pat 
ties was moſt certainly miſtaken. And _ what

HE laſt conſequence I ſhall at pre- 
ſent mention to you, that ſeems natu- 
rally to follow from the Qzakter-Prin- 
ciple of the Light within, 1s their con- 
tempt of the Holy Scriptures. Andiwhoever careful- 
ly examines the Quabers. Principles and compares 
them with the Doctrine taught by Chriſt and 
his Apoſtles, will have great reaſon to believe, 
that Quaberiſm could never have got footing a- 
mongtſt as it the Holy Scriptures had been pre- 
{ſerved in their due eſteem and veneration ; and 


therefore the chiet Broachers of this Peſtilent He- 


reſie, being aware of this, bid open defiance to 
thoſe ſacred Monuments of our moſt Holy Re- 
ligion, and at their firſt appearance came with 
full cry and open Mouths againſt them; and in- 
deed endeavoured to run down att revealed Re- 
ligion by whole fale. For a great many of their 
notions in Religion, are ſo extravagantly Ridi- 
culous, that they never could have tound any En- 
rertainment in the minds of well meaning Peo- 
ple, unleſs the Enemy of Souls had not firſt 
perſuaded them ro renounce the Goſpel, and 
part with their Bier. | 8 Now 
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Now that the Nxakers in efſect have done this, 
is notorioully evident in their deny ing the Scrip- 
tures to be their Rule of Faith and Practice; that is 
they do not believe, that they are the means to 
convey to us the Chriſtian Doctrine; or in other 
words, they will not allow them to be the ſtan- 
dard or meaſure, by which we are to know what 
to believe and do in order to Salvation. But they 
are ſo miſerably deluded as to dream of having 
the ſame degree of the 2 with the Prophets 
and Apoſtles, by which the Scriptures were given 
forth ; and therefore they cry up what they call 
the Spirit both for their Rule and Teacher, 
which they ſay will Infallibly Guide and conduct 
; — without the Scripture in all Religious At- 
airs. 
Now the plain Conſequence from this is, that 
the Quazers are left at liberty to believe what 
they pleale,and do what they liſt. For what can re- 
ſtrain theſe men,who will not be concluded by the 
Laus of God revealed to us in the Holy Scriptures ? 
| It their Spirit moves them to believe any thing 
contained therein, well and good; if not they de- 
1 fire to be excuſed: For it is not any commard of 
God in Scripture, that can bind them to Obedi- 
ence, unleſs they have it commanded a new by Im- 
mediate Revelation.

4 ter, ſuch a command is, not having veceived the 
h command by the [ame Spirit. Now the Quakers 
here have in ſo many words endeavoured wholly 
to deſtroy the Authority of the Scriptures ; for 
you ſee they are reſolved not to be convinced of 
any of their Errors by the plaineſt texts in the 
Bible. If we tell them they are no Chriſtians, 
fl in believing the Light within to be ſufficient ta

are proof againſt this alſo; for this is only to be 
found in ſuch a verſe of ſuch a Chapter, and there- 
fore they'll believe nothing of the matter. Again 
if we ask them how they can pretend to Chriſti- 
anity, when by embracing Qzakeri/m they have 
renounced their Baptiſm, and have deſpiſed and 
horribly abuſed ir and the Lord's Supper, though 
they are both poſitively and expreſly commanded 
by Jelus Chriſt ? Why to this they have a very 


eaſie and ready anſwer, That theſe are only 


commanas from the letter, and we ſay Chriſt 
command it, when the letter doth but declare it. 
Once more, if we deſire to kno why they cry 
up their Womens Preachment to be of Divine In- 
ſtitut ion, ſince S. Paul has told us that it was the 
Commandment of the Lord, that they ſhould 
not preach at all? Well; no matter tor that, 
S. Paul may ſay what he pleaſe, for his words are 
ſo far froni binding us to Obedience, that it youll 
believe the 24.4kers, they are juſt like all the o- 
ther Laws ot the Goſpel, only Command from the 
letter, and therefore not to be regarded. This 
is ſuch a plain and neceſſary conſequence from 
the « #akers own words, that if the greateſt Ene- 
mies to the Scriptures could be but ſecure of this 
Anti Chriſtian Doctrine, they need deſire no o- 
ther aggument to deſtroy their Divine Authority; 
unleis Burreughs could help them to a better; 
which he has really done in the ſame boa 
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above-quored, where I think he has even exceeded 


himſelt: tor a little further he tells us, that 
thoſe are in the Witchcraft who obſerve commands 
without from the letter. i. e. in plain Engliſh, 
that we are peſlefſed by the Devil, it we obey 
the Laws of God contained in the Golpel | Now 
to what purpote is it, to quote the Scriptures to 
theſe men, that dare write atter ſo protane a man- 
ner ? All arguments drawn trom thence you ite 
are quite loſt upon them; and therefore ler us 
fav, and prove what we will out ot thele bletkd 
writings, they neither mind nor care; but are 
deaf to all perſuaſion, For do we think the 
Friends will be in the Wirchcraft to obſerve com- 
manas without from the Letter > What! Muſt 
their Infallible Spirit be over rul'd by Chapter and 
Verſe > No, No, they will not ſubmit ro the 
Laws of Jeſus Chriſt, which are already plainly 
revealed, unleſs they receive {ch and ſuch com- 
manas by the ſame Spirit, That is, though the 
Doctrine of Chriſt be ſufficiently made known to 
the World by the writings of the Apoſtles; yer 
unleſs the Laws of Chriſtianity are Immediately 
revealed to the Quakers, they do not think them- 
ſelves obliged either to believe or obcy them; 
which is in ſhort as much as to ſay, that it they 
cannot be Prophets and Apoſtles, ri;ey will nor 
be Chriſtians. But how come theſe men to ima- 
gine, that they ſhall receive commands from the 
ſame Spirit that gave forth the Scriptures? We 
readily grant, that the Divine Spirit is neceſſary 
to aſſiſt our ſincere endeavours tor the right 
underſtanding the ſacred writings ;but what then? 
Muſt we therefore expect to receive the Goſpel 
by Immediate Revelation? Has not our Bleſſed 
Saviour long ſince plainly diſcovered to us the 
whole will of God in relation to Mankind 2 Why 
do the Qzakers then wait for Immediate Impulſes 
and Ini itations? Becaule the Apoſtles were ina- 
bled by an Extraordinary Aſſiſtance of the Holy 
Ghoſt not only to teach the Doctrines of _ 
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but to deliver them down Infallibly in writing 
for the Eternal benefit and advantage of Man- 
kind in all future ages ; therefore the Quakers 
will have the Chriſtian Religion revealed to them 
in the ſame way and after the ſame manner as the 
Apoſtles had, or elſe they will not receive it at 
all. A right Quaker-Conſequence ! Their Spirit 
or Light within has not inwardly revealed to 
them the Commands of Chriſt contained in the 
Scripture, therefore they will not obey them 
This is the very reaſon given us by Mr. Penn for 
aboliſhing Water-Baptilm and the Lord's Sup- 
per, which he calls Elementary Types and Figures; 
that ſuch, lays he, are not Commanaments to us, 
unlels required by the ſame Spirit anew. How | 
Mult our Saviour's Inſtitutions be at the mercy 
of the Quakers, unleſs they are required by the 
ſame Spirit anew ? Why, is not Jeſus Chriſt our 
Lawgiver ? And has not he Authority to Com- 
mand our Obedience ? And are not his Laws 
plainly revealed to us in the Goſpel? Whoever 
will not believe the Authority of ſuch a Law- 
giver, and the promulging of ſuch Laws to be 
ſufficient Motives to Obedience, may be damned 
for their Infidelity. For it is a moſt horrible 
miſtake to imagine with the Quakers, that the 
Holy Spirit do's now diſcover to us the will of 
God and-our duty by Immediate Revelation: 
We have clear knowledge of theſe things in the 
Holy Scriptures; which contain the laſt and 
molt perfect Revelation of the will of God, which 
he intends to afford to the World. And if any 
will deſpile theſe means of Salvation in hopes ot 
receiving Commanament s by the Spirit Anew ; they 
muft be miſerable without Remedy. Yet the 
Nuakers Spirit you ſee has taught them to throw 
ot{ the Scriptures from being their Rule of Faith; 
and ro account them only Commands witbout from 
the letter; and has introduced ſuch ſenceleſs no- 
tions in Religion for Chriſtianity, that are fit on-

That the Laws of God are in the Holy Scriptures 
plainly call'd God's Word : This 1s very evident 
trom the 7th of S. Mark, where we find Chriſt 
reproving the Phariſes for perverting by their cor- 
rupt Gloſſes the Commandments of God; there- 
by making, ſays our Szviour, the Word of God of 
none effect by your tradition. Now it by the word 
of God is here meant the Laws of God, which 
were revealed to the World by Moſes and the Pro- 
phets, the truth of which no man in his ſenſes, 
that reads the contexts, can poſſibly doubt; then 
it Follows, that the Holy Scriptures which do 
not only contain Moſes and the Prophets, but al- 
ſo the will and mind of God delivered to Man- 
kind by Chriſt and his Apoſtles, may and ought 
very properly be called the Word of God. And 
to make this yet more plain, hear S. Paul, When 
Theſſ 2. ; yeceived, ſays he, the Word of God, which ye 
3 heard of us, ye received it not as the word of men, 
but as;it is in truth the Word of God, Here 
you ſee the Apoltle makes a plain diſtinction be- 
tween the Word of God, and the Word of men ; 
and he exprelly calls the Doctrine of Chriſt which 
he preached the Word of God. Now if the A- 
poltles did write the ſame which they preached, 
which is agreed on all hands; and that thele are 
their Writings, which we call the Scriptures; then 
it mult neceſſarily follow according to S. Paul that 
they are the Word of God. This is ſuch a 
known truth and received principle that it has 
always been acknowledged by the whole Chriſti- 
an World; yet the Q«akers ſtill cry out, that 
Chriſt he is the word, and ſo they cannot call 
the Scripture by that name. I mult therefore in 
the ſecond place examine the force of this rea- 
ſoning ; and I confels it ſeems to me very ſtrange, 
that ever any men of common ſenſe ſhould ſuſ- 
ter themſelves to be ſo lamentably impoſed up- 
on by ſuch childiſh fallacies and apparent 3 
cr 
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For whet's the abſurdity, pray, to affirm the 
Scriptures to be God's Word, as they contain his 
will and mind revealed to the World by the 
facred Penmen, and dictated to them by God's 
Infallible Spirit? Do's it therefore follow, that 
they are Chriſt the word, as he is the ſecond Per- 
ſon ot the ever Bleſſed Trinity? Theſe Qxakers 
are rare Logicians! What; no difference between 
Chriſt the word, which is God, and the Holy Scrip- 
tures whichare the word of God 2 Mind what our 
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Saviour hath told Us, He that r eth Ne, ſays — John 12. 


and receideth not my words, hath one that juaget 
him; the word that I have ſpoken, the ſame ſhall

judge him at the laſt day. Now whats the mean- 


ing here of the word ſpolen? Is it not the Goſpel 2 


And is not the word that Chriſt ſpake diffe- 
rent from him that ſpake it? If the Fricnds are 
reſolved to muddle and confound, what the 
Oracles of God and the realon of things 
have ſo plainly diſtinguiſhed; I appeal to any 
perſons of underſtanding who are the Bind Sets, 
the Prieſts or the Quaters. 

And though no arguments have hitherto pre- 
vailed with theſe men, to own the Scriptures to 
be the word ot God, yet they have trequent» 
ly called their own Writings the Word of the Lord, 

This is notorious enough ; but why they dare 
call their own Books thus, and not the Holy 
Scriptures, is not eaſily to be reconciled. What!

Yer they 
are ſo far from allowing this name to the Sacred 
Writings,that they have in ſeveral of their Books 
called them, the Dead letter, Duſt and Death and 
Serpents meat, and other ſuch vile and reproach- 
ful names. Hear G. Fox in his News cut of the 
North, p. 14.

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ter, and the Light is Carnal, the letter; ſo Duſt i- 
the Serpents meat; their 1 is but duſt, which

Allo one 
by Tampyrey mit, which he tells us is written 
only fer Friends who can readit ; and this he deſires 
may be read in ſuch Meetings, where and when 
Friends of the Aliuiſiry are wanting, This may 
do very well tor the Friends in their parts, who 
it they happen to mzer, when a certain perſon 
is ablent, though they all ict up tor immediate 
Inipiration, yet at thoe {cafons, (as I have been 
1i4urmed, ) are forced to take up with the poor 
ret.cſhings only ot a tient Meeting, I can 
ſhew you divers of thric kind of Epiſtles, as Hil- 
bum Team's to the Children of Light.

ret there are a great many, that are pleaſe] 
with every novelty, and will go to a Meeting 
ro Satisfie a vain curioſity; or elſe are of unſta- 
ble minds, and of loole and unfixt Principles; or in 
ſhort, as the Apoſtles ſays, have itching ears, Bur 
ſurely none of theſe will be accounted good quali- 
fications among ſober and ſerious Chriſtians, 

Let me thereiore reaſon a little with. theſe gad- 
ders to Meetings ; what can you propoſe to your- 
ſelves by going amongſt che Lakers? Is not the 
Doctrine of Chrilt and his Apoſtles clearly de 
SEES rs livered- 
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livered to us in the Holy Scriptures? And are 
not they publickly read and ſully expla med to 
you in your oun Churches? And that ſo very 
full and large, that I challenge, the Friends to 
name but one ſinꝑle point in the Chriltian Relj- 
gior, that is not taught and pretic4 home on the 
Conſciences of men by the Divines ot the Church 
of England. Why then ſhould you run atter 
the Quaber- Teachers? How can you ever hope 
to learn any Chriſtian Duty from thoſe men who 
have publiſhed anc maintained tuch vile and a- 
bominable Errors themſelves? You can never g4- 
ther grapes of thorns or figs of thiſties. In a word; 
ſince I have (ſufficiently proved in the foregoing 
Diſcourle, that the Lakers Notions cf the Light 
within, with it's Conſequences, are utterly incon- 
ſiſtent with the Chriſtian Laith; I hope none of 
you that have a due regard and ſerious concern 
for the Salvation of your Souls, will give any ear 
to the crafty inſinuations of men of ſuch perni- 
cious Principles, whole main deſign by impor- 
tuning you to their Meetings is to prejudice you 
againſt that Church in which you were bapti- 
zed, that ſo by degrees they may gain you to 
their Party; and Conſequently it you once come 
to be Fex's Diiciples, you mult renounce your 
Chriſtian Baptiſm, and by embracing Lrakeri/m, 
muſt throw off Chriſtianity ; tor thole who be- 
lieve as the L#a%crs do only in the Light within, 


are thoſe miterable Hereticks toretold of by the 


Apoſtle, who brought in damnable Dectrines, de- 
Ming the Lord who bought them, 

Theſe I contels are hard fayings; and ſome 
perhaps that have look'd into the Qzakter Pam- 
phlets, which the Friends have induſtrioully ſpread 
abroad, will be apt to imagine, that they have 
quite other-guels notions in Religion, than 1 
have repreſented. For they find them to make 
great profeſſions of Chriſtianity ; and that they 
leem to believe in ſeſus Chriſt as he is both God 
and Man, Cc, and ipeak with great eſteem 5 = 

oy 
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Holy Scriptures, & c. and therefore for their parts they 
cannot underſtand, that tlieir Adverſaries deal 
fairly by them, ro make the World believe, 
that they are no Chriſtians; or that they 
hold fuch and ſuch opinions ſo contrary to the 
Chriſtian Religion. 

This is a popular Objection or rather preju- 
dice that I forclee ſome will be apt to raiſe againſt 
this Diſcourſe: which I ſhall endeavour here to re- 
move, and then cloſe all. 

Now I eaſily grant that the Qualers have of 
late vampt up their Religion in a new dreſs; 
and have drawn it in liveher colours than former- 
ly, that it may appear to be Chriſtian. Yet all 
their ſeemingly fair Conteſſions of the Chriſtian 
Faith which are to be met with in ſeveral of their 
modern Books are only like ſome fort of Stones 
artificially fer, that though they make a glaring 
ſhew at a diſtance, enough to dazle with their 
falſe light an undiſcerning eye; yet thoſe that 
have skill, can eaſily diſtinguiſh the ſhining lu- 
ſtre of a true Diamond, from the faint glitterings 
of a counterfeit pebble. For all thoſe fine words 
that they have given us of their Believing in je- 
jus Chriſt, &. are only to amuſe and deceive 
well meaning People and their unwary Readers ; 
as will very plainly appear, when you conſider 
the two following reaſons.

For notwithſtanding the Friends make 
mighty pretences to the greateſt plainneſs and 
ſincerity; yet you mult know that they do not 
mean by the Humanity or Manhood of Chriſt 
Jelus, what all Chriſtians underſtand by it, viz. 
the Manhood which he took ot our nature in the 
Womb of the Virgin into his own Perſon: No, 
No, this is tar from their meaning ; tor they have 
ſtrange notions of Chriſt being man as well as 
God trom all Eternity ; and madly dream of his 
having a Body before he came into the World;

ple. Thus their yearly Epiſtle Printed 1696. 
informs us, for the Quabers are therein required to 
hold up the Holy Teſtimony of Truth, which hath 
made ut, lay their Leaders, 4 People to God, and 
preſerved us ſo unto this Day; and that in all the 


Parts of it; for truth is one, and changes not; 


and what it convinced us of to be Evil in the Begin- 
ning, it reproves ſtill. eth, heaffirms the ſame in 
his Appenaix, &c. p. 6. Our Principles, ſays he, are 
now no other than what they were, when we were 
firſt a People; for truth changes not, And that we 
ſhould be ture to mind him, he afhrms it once 
more p. 5 3. That their Principles are now no o- 
ther than what they were when firſt a People. 
Here you ſee the modern Qzaters are of the ſame 
mind with the Ancient Friends; and therefore are 
obliged to anſwer to God and the World for all 
their Blaſphemies againſt ſeſus Chriſt, his ſacred 
Ordinances and the Holy Scriptures. They mult 
not think to come off by contradicting their for- 
mer Teſtimonies; for this without conteſſing their 
former Errors, will not do their buſineſs; there is 
now no compounding the matter; it is not gloſ- 
ſing over Qualeriſm with a little Sophiſtry and 
Art, and a deal ot Diſſimulation, that will atone 
for their vile Hereſies and Anti- Chriſtian Do- 
ctrines. It they had indeed any where told us, 
that they were ſorry tor thoſe Scandalous exprel- 
ſions, that were to be ſo frequently found in thei? 
Writings againſt the Chriſtian Religion; and that 
they had now both diſowned them and their Au- 
thors, this I confeſs would have been to the pur- 
pole ; but they are ſo far from ever acknowledg- 
ing themſelves to have been miſtaken, that it is 
now their great buſineſs to make the TR AG 
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lieve, that they are juſt the ſame in their Prin- 
ciples, that ever they were ; and rhat they have 
never changed ſince they were firſt a People. For 
having at firlt ſet up to receive every thing from 
Immediate Revelation and from the Mouth of 
the Lord, they are reſolved right or wrong to 
ſtand by this Principle now; and therefore when 
they gave ſome account of the Conference at 
Weſt. Dereham in Norfolk, we have in the poſt man

from thoſe Black charges, (i. e. of Blaſphemy) 
not being conſcions of deviating in any one Point of 
Doctrine from what they Firſs held. This is e- 
nough to convince any man that will but make 
uſe of his reaſon, that the Q rs Chriſtian-like 
Confeſſions, are only fo many aownright contra- 
dictions to what they have formerly taught, and 
do yet really believe to be true; and therefore 
we cannot juſtly be accuſed tor expoling thoſe 
Principles to the World, which you plainly fee 
they are relolved both to juſtifie and deſend. And 
yet as I have oft obſe- ved to you, and have ſut- 
hcieut!'y moved, are to. moſt vile and dangerous 
Errors, that* -ver Itiiclted the Chriſtian Church 
and Religion. 

I could heartily wiſh the well meaning among 
the Q-rakerrs wor. !d be to kind ro their own Souls 
as impartially without any prejudice or paſſion to 
think of theſe matters which I have here offered 
to your lerious Conſideration. Ard I doubt not 
but they would then quickly renounce and utte:- 
ly abhor thoſe Anti: Chriſtian Doctrines, that are 
now moſt certainly taught by their Grandees 
and Principal Leaders. For I have that Charity 
for a great many of them, to bee that they 
do not underſtand that deep Myitccy = Tniqui- 
ty. that lies a the bottom ot Q rin. 

But they have no mind io view themſelves in 
a true glaſs; it being no very eaſie matter to pet- 
ſuade them to look into the Books, thar are 

wrote 
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wrote againſt them. For the Leading men c 
their own Party have always endeavoured to bran 
thole that oppole them with tuch names of In 
famy and Reproach; that their implicite follow 
ers are unaccountably prejudiced and forearme 
againſt every thing that can be faid in order tt 
their conviction. They rake all tor Oracles, th; 
are to be found in the Writings of their teacher 
and eftcem all ro be lyes and forgeries, that ar 
publiſhed to ditcover their tatal deluſions. The 
generally read only their own Books, that ar, 
ſent down by order from above, where they are (ur 
to find every thing drawn to their own advar 
tage; and then having nothing to contradid 
them, in their own Conceits they carry all befor 
them; and thus bring pleaſed with imaginar 
Conqueſts, they boaſt and triumph without 

Victory. And I doubt not but a great man 
weil meaning People have been drawn into th: 
Snares of Q#ckheriſm, merely by poring over, an. 
puzling themſelves with the Quaber Pamphlers 
For it once the Friends perceive any of their ac 
quaintance or Neighbourhood have a deſire t: 
read their Boc ks, they are always, ready to fur 
niſu them with thoſe Modern treatiſes, that hay 
to mufled up and ditguited their Opinions, th: 
leſs judicious perſons may be apt to miſtake the 
for Chriſtianity ; and not having either the le 
{ure taroughly to examine their Principles, ot 
perhaps wanting the capacity to diſtinguiſh be 
twist Truth and Faltchocd, yet being wiſe i 
their ewn Conceits, will rely on their own judy 
ments; and it they happen to light on any lit 
tle ſophiſm which rhev don't know what to mak: 
of, or any of the Q quibling evalions hat 
they cannot rpadily antwer, preſently conclude 


that no Body elſe can; and fo perhaps the nex 


news we hear of them 1s, that they are turnec 
Qraters, But how thete men can juſtifie them 
felves to God and their own Souls thus raſh 
lyand unadviledly to renounce their = 
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Wan Baptiſm, by runing headling into all the 

pnfufions ot this Sect, is worthy cf their moit 

ughttul Reflections. It is not ſaying they 

thought themſelves to be in the right, that will 
excule them hereafter if they are now in the 
wrong ; for although I doubt not the far greater 
number of them do really believe Qzateri/m to 
be Chriſtianiry, and that by living agreeably to 
their Principles, they do act according to the pre- 
ſent dictates of their con/ciences, yet all this 
they may do, and notwithſtanding be very far 
from being good Chriſtians.
